_tion, TengHsiao-p'ing(Deng Xiac- 


ping). China's senior vice Prem- 
jer, confessed that his thought was 
incompatible with Chairman Mao 
Tse-tungs，More than a decade 
later Teng is showing how differ- 
ent thev were, promoting stability 
instead of perpetual revoluition， 
advocating the use of foreign 
technology and capital instead of 
self-reliance， 

Teng is the driving force behind 
China's “Four Modernizations” 
intended to improve the country sS 
agriculture, industry，science and 
technology， and defense， This 
drive for modernization is also 
being billed as the “New Long 
March.、a name that implies at 
once continuity and a break with 
Mao. 

PURGCED 

Teng's pragmatic ideas abonut 
economic qdevelopment 一 he once 
justified private farmingbysaying， 
“It doesn t matter whether a cat is 
white or black as long as it catches 
mice” 一 led to his denunciation as 
a ”capitalist roader,”Partly as a 
result of them，he was Purged 
twice at Mao's redquest. Still the 
74-year-old vice premier says he is 
an “old revolutionary.” 

He was born in 1904 in Kuang- 
an jisien of Szechwan Province. 
Aecording to some biographical 
SoOUrITces， his father Teng Wen- 
ming was the standard bearer for 
the Benevolence Sect of the Ko 
Lau Hui，a secret society during 
the Ch'ing dynasty、. 


He graduated from a middle 
school in Szechwan and won a 
Scholarship to _ study in France. 
Years later Tengtold 下 dgar 9now， 
an American journalist， that after 
arriving in France in 1920 he 
never attended school but found a 
job in a galosh factory instead. In 
1922 Teng joined the Chinese 
Socialist Youth League， which 
was founded in Erance, Teng took 
chargeof the technical work of the 
league's publication，CP 访 天 wamg 
{Red Light). Its editor was Chou 
En-lai，who_ thought highly of 
Teng，Because of Teng's enthu- 
Siasim in carrying out his tasks，his 
colleagues _ nicknamed him the 
“doctor of mimeographing,” 

CHIEKE 

During the mid-1920s many of 
the “ “Chinese “ Communists ”in 
France left for home， often 
passing through the Soviet Union: 
In 1926 Teng went to Moscow， 
studied for several months at Sun 
Yat-sen University， and then 
returned to China， He continued 
to work for the Communist Party， 
eventually becoming chief of sta 储 
in the Third Army Corps of Peng 
Teh-huai， who later became

In earlv 1933 Teng and others 
wiere accused of being followers of 
Lo Ming and were purged. Lo,，a 
Communist official in Eukien，was 


accused of being a defeatist for 


using the flexible guerrilla tactics 
associated with Mao to resist the 
Nationalists. 

Teng was Soon restored，how- 
ever, and in late 1933 he became a 
lecturer on Party history at the 
Red Army Academy at Juichin. In 
1934 Teng joined the Red Army in 
the Long March from 和 iangsi to 
Yenan. There he became known 
for his culinary skills and a dish 
consisting of “dog meat and 
brown Sauce.” 

COMMISSAR 

During World War II，when 
the Commnunists and Nationajists 
agreed to join forces against the 
Japanese，Teng became Political 
commissar of one of the Commun- 
ists" three main divisions, After the 
Japanese surrendered，the Com- 


-munists and Nationalists resumed 


their civil war. After the 
Nationalists ” were defeated in 
1949， Teng .was named vice 
chairman of southwest China， 

In miid-1952 Teng was trans- 
ferred to Peking and within a few 
vears _ became one of the most 
important Political 王 gures ， 严 
China. He became a vice Premier 
inderChou En-laiin 1954, and in 
he ， was _ elected to the 
Politburo. A year later he became 
a member of the Politburo 
Standing Committee and secre- 
tary-general of the Communist 
Party Central Committee. In 1958 
the Party press described Teng as 
one of the Maos close comrades- 
in-arms,” at that time an epithet 
Teserved for a select few 

But soonmn Teng's Ielationship 
with Mao began to deteriorate， 
Mao complained that Teng rarely 
consulted him and regarded him 
as a “dead ancestor. Teng 
survived until 1966 when Mao and 
Chief of State ChairmanLiu Shao- 
ch'i vied for power,. Mao believed 
that Liu and his Supporters，Teng 
included，had created a cormpla- 
cent bureaucracy that was Unres- 


ponsive to the party and the 
people. 
ATTACKK 

After Liu was expelled from the 
party，denounced as a “revision- 
ist,”Mao's supporters turned their 
attack against Teng， In January 
1967，a “Red Guard bulletin 
branded him one of the party s top 
capitalist roaders，second only to 
Liu， While Red Cuards jeered at 
him，Teng was driven through 
Peking with a dunce cap on his 
head . 

Teng was reduced. to serving 
meals in the cafeteria of a party 


school in Hopeh but was mot 


arrested or formally expelled from 


the Communist Party. That left 
open the possibility of bis return，、 


later arranged by Chou En-lai， In 
1973 when Teng reappeared in 
Peking at a banquet for Cam:= 
bodia's Prince Norodom Sihanouk， 
the_ government announced that 
Teng was still a vice Premier. 

For a time it seemed that Teng 
would succeed Chou as premier， 
Between 1973 and 1976 Teng 
toured the country，spoke at the 
United Nations，and met with 
President Gerald Ford in Peking. 
During the same period, however， 
Teng was involved in a dispute 
with Mao's wife Chiang Ch'ing 
and her supporters over Chinas 
future course Chiang Ching 
opposed Chou's plans for modern=- 
ization and hoped that she and her 
radical supDporters would take full 
power after Chou and Mao had 
passed away. 

RIOTS 

By mid-spring of 1976，Teng 
hadq fallen once more，He was 
accused of inciting the Tien An 
Men riots that broke out in April 
of that year after the government 
cancelled a memorial ceremony 
for Chou En-lai without explana- 
tion. Two days after theriots Teng 
was removed from all his posts. 
But again he did not lose his party 
membership. Hua Kuo-feng，who 
Succeeded Mao as chairman,， was 


among Teng's accusers at that 


time， 
After Hua ordered Chiang 
Ch'ing and other members of the

'Gang of Eour arrested after 


Mao's passing the following Oct- 
ober，Teng sent a jletter to the 
Partys _ central committee to ex- 
Dress his approval of the event， 
Wall posters calling for Tengs 
return began appearing in' Peking 
and other cities, and in July 1977， 
Teng was reappointed to all his 
posts. (In addition to-his Position 
as the senior vice premiier at the 
State， Council，he is also a vice 
ehairman of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party, and chief of staff of 
the Chinese Liberation Army,) 
和 .ROOTS ， 
He soon launched his moderni- 
zation campaign. His program has 
its roots in Chou En-lais report on 
the work of the  ， government， 
which -was delivered in 1975 
before the FEourth ”National 
People's Congress. Chou outlined 
plans for “Four Modernizations 
that in as little as -20 years would 
transform China from a backward 
country into one with the “be- 
ginnings of prosperity. ”Chous 
report and the term "Four Moder- 
nizations” are believed to_have 
been the work of Chou s protege， 


Teng. 
Since Teng's latest restoration， 
thousands of _ radical officials， 


former Red Guards，and supPor- 
ters of the Gang of Four，have 
been purpged. At the same time

Northern Chinese cuisine has 
become inereasingly popular im 
the last five years，But King's 
stands by Cantonese cooking、 
much of which .is done by his 
mother and relatives， 

Many of the a la carte items are 
inexpensive，EFamily dinners for 
two or more persons run from 
$2.75 to $4.75，Beer imported 
from Taiwan to complement the 
dishes is a pleasant plus. 

For starters we tried both the 
Sizzling rice SOup ($2.25) and the 
Seaweed Soup ($1.75)，a conco- 
tion of seaweed leaves，beef :bits 
and egg shreds that proved to be 
tasty， 

Next we had potstickers ($1.95) 
whose dough and pork contents 
are _ prepared fresh dailv and on 
the premises. 

,The Mongolian beef ($2.95) was 
tasty but the meat was a little 
tough. An old favorite was paper- 
wrappedchicken ($2.00), quarter- 
Size boiled chickens smothered in 
SOV Sauce and enveloped in neatly 
folded aluminum foil， 

The mixed vegetable dish with 
lightly fried beef slices ($1.50) was 
also tasty; the Chinese chad was 
very fresh， 

Perhaps the most tastvy dish of 
the evening was the prawns with 
lobster sauce ($3.25):; the Prawns 
were Succulent and the Sauce was 
smooth but not too spicy. 

To top off the meal， we ordered 
almond chicken ($2.00) “which 
was very tasty: the flavor of the 
almond slices was undetectable 
and the mushrooms dissolved on 
the first bite. 

-Some of the house specialties 
include Singapore _ friend rice 
noodle ($2.50); shrimp in shell 
($4.50) ;steak cubes with greens 
($4.00); .Chinese sausage ($2.50) ; 
and duck with assorted meats
